Although the name of Lhe special agent who prepared this memorandum is 
obliterated, it appears to be the memorandum referred to in Serial 9570 where 
Lhe name also is wiLhhcld. 

The withheld name appears to be thaL of Special Agent Charles T. Brown. 

Serial 9614 refers to an apparently casual meeting with Lt. Jack Revill 
who is quoted as expressing sympathy with SA Uosty over the publicity he has 
received. Revill also is reported as having said Lhat he had interrogated 
Officer Jim Chaney about the shots on the day of the assassination. This quotes 

Chaney as having said he had noL been interviewed by anyone following the 

assassination to obtain his observations as a witness. 

If Jack Keviil told the FBI what Chaney said about the assassination, 

this report does not reflect it, although this was the ostensible purpose of the 

FBI directive. 

There is no record with which I have been provided from the Dallas Field 
Office that does contain what Officer Chaney said. I think the reason is pretty 
obvious. He said he saw the President struck in the face while he was guarding 
the President from an outriding motorcycle on the right.
